Etoh discloses all of the claimed subject matter with the exception of calculating respective implicit weighting factors for the first and 
second reference pictures based on respective distances of the image block to the first and second reference pictures. 

However, Odaka et al teaches a video coding apparatus which fonns an optimum prediction signal which is designated by a set of motion 
vectors of separate reference pictures comprising calculating respective implicit weighting factors (Fig. 1 , 31-32) for the first (15) and 
second (16) reference pictures based on respective distances (Fig. 26, n and n-1) of the image block to the first and second reference 
pictures for preventing a deterioration in prediction performance (col. 7, lines 29-47; col. 21, lines 20-45). 

Therefore, it would have been considered obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the relevant art employing a method for encoding video 
signal data for an image block as taught by Etoh to incorporate Odaka et al's teachings as above so as to calculate respective implicit 
weighting factors for the first and second reference pictures based on respective distances of the image block to the first and second 
reference pictures for preventing a deterioration in prediction performance. 
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
